assembled to give and receive instruc­ 
tions that shall tend to a uniformity in 
the action of the assessors and deputy 
assessors, and to agree upon some plan 
for the uniform assessment of all prop­ 
erty in our county , 
in order to attain 
good 
results 
we must be united and 
work together. 
1 shall be glad to re ­ 
ceive any suggestions that y ou 
may 
have to offer, that are in accordance 
with the law. that will help or guide 
us in making this assessment. 
Your 
attention i- called to a few sections of 
the law, in an abridged form, which 
seem 
most important to me, 
and i 
would request that each assessor make 
a study of the assessment law, 
which 
must be his guide and which he should 
carefully follow. 
1st. 
Every assessor and supervisor 
of assesssment is obliged to give bond» 
for the faithful performance of his du­ 
ties, the town assessor’s bond to be ap­ 
proved by the supervisor of his town 
and the bond 
tiled 
with the county 
clerk. 
Every assessor shall, before e n ­ 
tering upon his duties, take and sub­ 
scribe to an oath, which shall be tiled 
iQ the office of « their respective town 
clerks. 
2nd. 
All property shall 
be 
listed 
and assessed with reference to its value 
on the 1st day of April. 
You will tind 
in y our assessor’s books columns head­ 
ed “ full value,” in which y ou will set 
down the full value of the assessment, 
and ascertain and asses» the same at 
one-iifth part thereof and set down the 
said ont-fifth 
part in columns headed 
“ assessed value,” which 
last 
amount 
shall 
be the value for all purposes of 
taxation.

The schedules of 
Personal 
Property are provided with columns iri | 
the same order and must be properly 
filled in and dated at the time of the 
assessment, folded and alphabetically 
arranged and returned with the asses­ 
sor’s books, on or before the 1st of J une. 
4th. 
Real property shall be listed 
at its fair cash value; at what it would 
bring in the due course of trade. 
This 
does not mean a forced sale of proper­ 
ty . but a voluntary sale. 
The assessors 
shall, before the first, day of J une, in 
person or by their deputies, actually 
view the land and assess the same as 
required by law. 
5th. 
The assessor shall require ev­ 
ery person to make, sign and swear to 
the schedule provided for by this act. 
If the person shall refuse to make the 
schedule, herein required, the assessor 
shall list the property of such person 
to the best of his knowledge and judg­ 
ment, at a fair cash value, and add to 
the same an amount equal to fifty per 
cent of such valuation.

“ In general it may be laid down that 
a luxury which contributes to the «fv«- 
eiency of the indiv idual in the widest 
sense and which does not imp ose on so­ 
ciety for tin- satisfaction of its d« mamis 
an unwholesome and degrading form of 
labor is p erfectly justifiable. 
“ This sanction of luxury is not to be 
stretched to cover unlimited self in­ 
dulgence. 
The part play ed by rational 
self sacrifice in the development of char­ 
acter is not to ho overlooked. Constant 
self indulgence is demoralizing 
“ But in general a man has a rig ht to 
spend money for any thing that enriches 
and diversifies his life, and thus aids in 
the developing and rounding out of his 
personality , provided the labor that is 
required for the production of the arti­ 
cles in question be agreeable and innoc­ 
uous.
